The explosion occurred in the 
MacDonald chemical works, a plant 
engaged’ mainly in smoke-bomb 
production, at about 1 p.m. 

Officials said they had only in- 
complete details of the accident 
and that identification of the vic- 
tims had not been completed. They 
believed that all the deud were 
men. There was no indication how 
badly the others had been injured. 

The building containing the mix- 
ing room was destroyed, the de- 
partment said, and the plants’ oper- 
ations probably will be held up for 
some time.

Cripps Thinks 
India Solution 
May Be Found 


LONDON, April 22.—(CP)— 
Sir Stafford Cripps expressed the 
belief today that there still is 
some possibility a new plan for 
settling India’s problems could be 
devised before the end of the 
war, but said any such proposal 
“would have to come from India.” 


Summing up the results of his 
recent conversations at New Delhi 
and the present outlook, Sir Staf- 
ford told a press conference; “It 
is an encouraging picture—not as 
encouraging as it might have been, 
but certainly more encouraging 
than it would have been if nothing 
whatever had been done.” 

He disclosed that before leaving 
New Delhi he discussed with Indian 
leaders the possibility that they de- 
vise a new plan for participation 
in wartime government as an alter- 
native to the post-war dominion 
proposals which they rejected. 

He stressed again, however, that 
changes in the Indian constitution 
requiring “months or years" would

Commandos Stab Into Nazi Coast 


City Pilot Captains Huge Bomber

LONDON, April 22, — 
(BUP) — Britain's bold com- 
mandos smashed German 
troops back in a two-hour in- 
vasion stab into the Boulogne 
sector of the French coast 
early today and knocked out 
two armed enemy trawlers, a 
communique disclosed. 

The battle in which the com- 
mandos penetrated Nazi coastal 
defences and apparently did con- 
siderable damage with naval as- 
sistance was described as a “small 
reconnaissance raid.” But it came 
at a time when parliament was 
Seething with proposals and 
speculation on an American-Brit- 
ish invasion of Axis-held Europe 
to aid the Red army this summer, 


It followed earlier commando 
raids on the Norwegian coast and 
two thrusts into the German de- 
fences in France, where the most 
ambitious stab of the war was made 
recently against the big German 


submarine base at St. Nazaire. 


PART OF NEW PLAN 

The black-clad commandos cross- 
ed the channel to the Boulogne sec- 
tor, about 30 miles from the Eng- 
lish coast, during the night, appar- 
ently with support of light naval 
forces. The attack was made in the 
early morning hours, with warships 
moving up to attack and to take 
off the raiders after their task was 
finished.

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“National Treachery” 


The people of Quebec are reported to 
have been told by one of their members of 
parliament: “It is an act of national 
treachery to conscript for oversea service 
the soldiers of a country with a population 
of 11,000,000 whose coast lines are vaster 
and more difficult to defend than those of 
Europe.” 

Off-hand this may seem to be plaus- 
ible, even reasonable. But examined can- 
didly it implies a mis-statement of fact, and 
states a completely unwarrantable as- 
sumption. 

The implied mis-statement is that a 
“yves’’ vote at the plebiscite on Monday will 
be a vote for conscription. It will be noth- 
ing of the kind. It will be a vote to restore 
to parliament its freedom to make use of 
any method which future circumstances 
may show to be necessary in order to 
raise troops for service outside Canada. 
Whether parliament will or will not em- 
ploy conscription, only the future circum- 
stances are to decide. 

The assumption is that Canada can be 
best defended in Canada. Who knows that 
such will be the case six months hence, or 
two years hence? Mr, Lacroix, whatever 
his talents, is not gifted with the powers 
of a prophet. It may be—or it may not be 
—that at some future date it will be found 
more effective to defend Canada outside 
than inside. A “yes” vote on Monday will 
tell Mr. Lacroix and his fellow-members 
that if they see this to be the case they can 
act accordingly with the voter’s approval. 

Would it not be “national treachery” 
to say that in such circumstances parlia- 
ment must not do what the nation’s safe- 
ty demands? 


Making It Easy To Buy 


. The National War Finance Committee 
has announced some new methods to be 
used in selling bonds, war savings certifi- 
cates and stamps. 

One departure is that bonds, in denom- 
inations of $50 and $100, will be kept on 
sale at all times, instead of offering these 
only when a Victory Loan drive is on. 

Another is that savings certificates 
will be put on sale “over the counter’ in 
banks and business places, while the 
stamps will be sold in retail stores. 

The public will surely welcome these 
efforts to make the buying of securities 
easy, and therefore continuous, none more 
so than the great number of persons in all 
parts of the country who donate their 
time and services when a bond “drive” is 
being made. The more money thus in- 
vested week by week, the less strenuous 
the periodic campaigns will be. 

The object is to double, or more than 
double, the amount of present incomes 
Canadians are putting into bonds, certifi- 
cates and stamps. It is a large order, but 
we have grown used to large orders, and 
systematic buying can accomplish unex- 
pected things. Under the new arrange- 
ment no one will have to save up long in 
advance in order to buy a bond; he can get 
the bond whenever he has $50 or $100 in 
hand. And the more convenient it is made 
to buy certificates and stamps the less 
likely people are to forget until attention 
is specially drawn to the matter. 

Almost any plan by which we can be 
{nduced to “plow back” present, earnings 
into safe and profitable investment in Do- 
minion bonds, certificates and stamps is 
justified by the results. This particular 
plan has the ear-marks of a sane and prac- 
ticable scheme, and it should bring a sharp 
increase in the sales of all three types of 
Securities. 
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Laval “Places” Himself 


While Nazi firing squads murdered 20 
French hostages at St. Nazaire and 30 
more at Rouen, M. Laval told the French 
people the only way to “loosen our shac- 
kles” is to strike hands with the gunmen 
and go into a slave's partnership with the 
boss gangster. It was a strange manifesto 
to be addressed by a former Premier to 
the people of Europe's greatest democ- 
racy. The symbol of the response France 
will make in good time was a bomb thrown 
at'a Laval speaker in a Rennes theatre. 

The speech of Laval was characteris- 
tic.

It revealed also how poor an excuse 
even a clever man may have to offer for 
playing the part of poltroon, The only 
reason this ingenious trickster could find 
for truckling to Hitler was that unless Hit- 
ler destroys Russia, communism would 
sweep over Europe. Who started this war 
anyway? Even the most brazen liar out- 
side the Axis trinity of prevaricators 
could not lay that charge against Russia. 
Every Frenchman knows that the power 
which is trying to “sweep” Europe is not 
Soviet Russia but Nazi Germany. 

The Laval apology boils down to this:

social security are a bit too big to 
be employed in the nature of a 
quid pro quo.

It is an abhorrent thought, 
therefore, to imagine that Ottawa 
jand Edmonton are saying to each 
other, “You do this for me and 
|I’ll do that for you.”

| Yet these two regrettable omis- 
\sions are related in one sense. 
They are related in the sense that 
|they both spring from what may 
‘be regarded as a tather blind ab- 
‘sorption in the immediate busi- 
ness of the moment, 

Alberta has been so intent on

The official said every Vichy 
plane bound for Africa carried a 
Gestapo agent to prevent the 
pilot from flying to Free French 
Africa or Gibraltar. 

He was, naturally, well in- 
formed on what went on inside 
of Naziland. He looks for trouble 
in the Luftwaffe. 

Both Goering and Gen. Er- 
hard Milch, No, 2 in the Luft- 
waffe, strongly objected to the 
introduction of the Lu-Gestapo, 
the special air force secret police. 
Milch tendered his resignation 
several times. But Gen. Quaade, 
Hitler’s new confidential man in 
the Luftwaffe, forced acceptance

Families Starved 


The Gestapo reacts to resist- 
ance savagely. Failing to discover 
saboteurs jn the Billancourt 
motor plant, they halved the food 
supplies of families of workers for 
a month. This was real starva- 
tion for the women and children. 

Sometimes the Parisians get a 
laugh. The Nazis announced that 
45 Germans were killed when the 
underground blew up a restaurant 
in the Rue de ‘ovince, but 
everybody knew the restaurant 
was a brothel, 

In Marseille a German in mufti 
left a bundle of Nazi papers on 
the table. I looked at them. The 
Leipziger Neuste Nachrichten 


said: 

“Adolf Hitler long ago had 
achieved so much, it would have 
been enough for any human be- 
ing. He is sure of an immortal 
name which cannot be lessened 
by a Napoleonic end.” 

On the Hamburger Fremden- 
blatt was not so funny: 

“Emma S., a German factory 
worker who gave French prison- 
ers a piece of pie and bread, had 
been sentenced to four years in 
prison.” 


Nantes in Occupied France. She 
said: 

“A couple of weeks ago we put 
on Le Cid (Corneille’s classic 
drama about a conqueror), When 
the actor whq played Le Cid pro- 
nounced the words: ‘Your arm 
is unconquered bui not uncon- 
querable,’ the audience burst into 
wild applause.

The food situation is spotty, In 
Cantal Dept. there is plenty, in 
others such as Var, Bouches-du- 
Rhone and Alpes Maritimes, 
great want. The Departments 
hoard food against each other. 

In Marseilles I saw all sorts of 
vegetables but in Lyon and Tou- 
lon you cannot find a single leaf 
of lettuce or carrot. Walking on 
the quay in Marseille I saw ship- 
loads of fruit unloaded every day, 
but this was all for Germany, 
thousands of tons. 

It is a general rule that the 
rich eat and the poor starve. But 
the middle class does not do so 
well. Hardships have drawn the 
middle class closer to the views 
of the workers and a solid na- 
tional feeling is building up 
against all Germans and collabor- 
ators. Vichy was unpopular 
enough when I left. What the 
feeling is like now that Laval is 
in control may be imagined.

Similarly, the case for social 
security needs no argument. 

We are committed to a philo- 
sophy, in this country, which re- 
gards the human being, not only 
as an individual sou! of inalien- 
able rights and essential dignity, 
but as a tremendous economic 
asset to the state. 

Our whole social and economic 
structure is based on the premise 
that a healthy, contented, un- 
worried and productive individ- 
ual constitutes the foundation of 
the true national wealth. 

To promote the health of that 
individual, to relieve him of de- 
bilitating worries about unem- 
ployment, sickness and a penni- 
less old age is an axiomatic pro- 
cedure based on pure common 
sense.

Does the R.A.F. not defend 
Canada in the English skies? 
| Do the fleets of England and of

Have not the Australians de- 
fended Canada in Libya, ‘in 
Greece, in Syria and elsewhere? 
| Have the Russians not defend- 
}ed Canada in the plains of the

Our country is defended, today, 
on every continent where men 
fight, for every effort which 
weakens the enemies of Canada 
is an effort which strengthens 
our defence. 

Why, risk destroying Canadian

Under these circumstances, the 
workers of Canada could pay 
weekly out of salary infinitesimal 
sums that would build up funds 
of billions of dollars to complete- 
ly support the fullest program of 
yocial security. 

Why Delay? 

‘The Government of Canada 4s 
fully aware of all these facts 
about social security. 

The Government of Alberta is 
fully aware of all these facts 
about the plebiscite, ; 

Why, then, does Ottawa fail to 
launch such a program without 
delay? Why does Alberta fail to 
throw its direct weight and influ- 
ence behind the plebiscite? 

The reason is that each of these 
governing bodies is so intent on 
its own immediate purposes that 
it cannot realize the impellin 
importance of the whole nationa 
picture, 

I would not for a moment sug- 
gest that Ottawa should give 
immediate attention to some of 
Alberta’s more crying needs, such 
as social security, for the mere 
purpose of persuading Alberta to 
regard the plebiscite more pratt 

Nor would I suggest that Al- 
berta speak out strongly for the 
plebiscite for the mere purpose 
of bribing Ottawa to think about 
social security—and other things. 

All these matters ate of tre- 


mendous intrinsic importance 
and must and do stand on their 
own merits. 


But it seems to me that the 
stagnant condition of exclusive 
absorption in immediate prob- 
lems—a condition to which all 
governments are tragically sub- 
ject—might be broken up were 
both Ottawa and Alberta to make 
a special effort to interest theme 
selves each in the other's affairs, 
which are really everybody's af- 
fairs, 

The urgency of the national 
need would stand out in sharper 
and more compelling outline 
were Alberta to take an immede 
jate strong stand in the plebiscite 
campaign and were Ottawa to 
give a definite promise about 
social security. 

Harmony never costs very 
much. It is discord that is ex- 
pensive. 


New Drug 


BRITISH INDUSTRIES 
BULLETIN 


Thousands of lives are being 
saved jn Russia's armies by treat- 
ing their wounds with the group 
of drugs known as the sulphona- 
mides including the famous M. é& 
B. 693. Stpplies of it have form- 
ed part of shipments of drugs 
despatched from Britain to Rus- 
sia. 

In bombed cities as on battle- 
fields many lives can be lost from 
the infection of wounds. When 
the wounded have to be carried 
long distances, as in Russia, or 
wait their turn for surgical opere 
ations, it may be too late to pre- 
vent extension of the infection 
and the deadly bacteria from 
circulating through the blood 
stream. 

About three years ago Ameri- 
can surgeons showed that one of 
the sulphonamide group, known 
as sulphanilamide, could be aps 
plied in powder form directly to 
a wound and that, if this was 
done in the early stages, infection 
of the wound could be prevented. 
Early in the war this procedure 
was developed by British army 
doctors in France, but it was in 
London’s air raids, with hundreds 
of people receiving dirty wounds 
like those of battlefields, that a 
more complete body of clinical 
data was first obtained.

Salvation Army—which, by the 
way, in addition now to its usual 
program in times of peace is do- 
ing a fine thing in the provision 
of mobile canteens with the mili- 
tary forces in a dozen of our 
camps. 

Most of us are apt to move 
along in our businesses without 
taking much trouble to inform 
ourselves very seriously about a 
good many important things 
around us; so it is likely that the 
average Canadian well-to-do 
citizen has usually a hazy idea 
in his mind that the Salvation 
Army consists of a rather large 
and widespread haphazard or- 
ganization of little mobs of well- 
meaning people of an unpreten- 
tious sort who go matching about 
the streets behind small brass 
bands, stopping to sing and pray 
at street corners, and perhaps 
preach a little, Well, there is all 
that. But that isn’t all of the Sal- 
vation Army, not by a vast deal. 

The Salvation Army branches 
throughout the world publish an- 
nual statements of their finances 
and their main doings. We won- 
der what the total showing must 
amount to? For the present, as 
regards Canada only, there is be- 
for The Journal the balance sheet 
for the Army in the Dominion for 
the year 1941. The totals of sev- 
enue and expenditure are in the 
millions, The total assets amount 
to $8,238,710. What does the 
money mean? It means, among 
other things, three large general 
hospitals in Winnipeg, Windsor 
and St, John’s, Newfoundland; it 
means hostels for poor men in 
many of the darger citles, 18 of 
them; it means homes and hos- 
pitals for women (36 such insti- 


some children’s homes; it means 
several homes for aged men and 
women; it means free labor bur- 
eaus in various centres (19 of 
them); it means fresh air camps 
for children; it means much 
|work and expenditure in connec- 
tion with prisons and police 
courts, means thousands of free 
‘meals and free beds in that con- 
nection, means help to thousands 
to get back to honest work; 
{means pecuniary help to some; 
;means large industrial departe 
;ments in Montreal and Toronto. 

There are over a thousand 
|postsyof the Salvation Arey in 
Canada, manned by fifteen thou- 
sand local officers and bandsmen. 
More than a hundred thousand 
indoor religious meetings were 
held last year, with attendances 
totalling millions, Yet the money 
used at the general staff head- 
quarters in Toronto for salaries 
is just $12,989; all expenditure on 
local management seems to be on 
a proportionate basis. 

The Christian and humanitare 
ian work of the Salvation Army 
is a work as unselfish as is done 
in any respect among us—per- 
haps the most unselfish, There is 
little in it that the world esteems 
for the men and women workers 
of the Salvation Army, little or 


no money, no personal gain of 
any kind, no kudos, little relaxa- 
tion, not even much _ personal 
comfort, There is no glory. There 
is only hard work and humble 
service. The Salvationists are the 
friends of the poor, they remain 
poor themselves, individually. 
Their whole aim is to help the 
down-trodden among us, a class 
which we fear that our churches 
do not much reach, either spirit- 
ually or materially. The Army 
well deserves our general help. 
Financially, it is a keen institue 
tion; it evidently endeavors to

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Ts is the time of year when Edmontonians ask each other what sort 
of baseball we are going to have and nobody is able to supply. any 
definite sort of answer. 


With both the senior and junior leagues planning full schedules 
starting early in May, there seems every reason, however, to expect 
plenty of baseball down at Renfrew Park. Right now it looks as if 
there may be games five days a week and maybe six. 


Plans are also taking form for a third hard-ball league—a juvenile 
loop sponsored by the Junior League. Tentative proposals are for each 
junior club to organize and manage a juvenile feeder squad. 

The Senior League clubs are not certain yet just what they will 
have it the way of material and all expect to call on the services of last 
year's junior stars. In other words, senior ball will be made possible 
here this season by the fact that a junior league was operated last season. 


Senior Demands Vs. Junior Needs 


HAT effect senior demands for juniors will have on the Junior League 

are also not clear at present. The Junior League is not in base- 

ball for profits, but to carry on effectively as a developer of talent it 

must have enough income to foot the bills for equipments, umpiring and 

other overhead. It will also need more money this season to put over 

the juvenile circuit—a feeder just as essential to it as the Junior League 
is essential to the Senior League. 


In the event that senior inroads on junior-age players hurt the 
drawing power of the Junior League so that it cannot finance itself, 
then it would seem that it has a just claim on the senior gates for 
enough to balance its books. 


Baseball is being built up now in Edmonton on the soundest founda- 
tion it has had for 15 years or more. However, the whole crux of this 
soundness consists of considering the game as a whole—seniors, juniors 
and juveniles all fitting together into a whole with each dependent 
for ite welfare on the welfare of the others. 

This is the system that has given Edmonton one of the finest player 
producing machines in the entire hocley world. The idea behind it has 
been proven sound and profitable and baseball simply has to follow it 
if it wants to succeed. 


Inter-League Conference Planned 
‘ST now a conference between executives of the junior and senior 
leagues is pending. When the two loops meet, they will iron out 
these factors and attempt to achieve a definite and harmonioys under- 
standing. 


Both leagues are looking forward to fine seasons. The seniors, 
with three or four city clubs, will be free of all travel expenses and 
with more potential fans than ever before to draw from owing to gas 
and tire rationing and daylight saving time. Without these advant- 
ages, the seniors had a very successful financial year in 1941. 


The juniors have a four-team circuit that is well equipped and well 
organized. They came through last season with a small cash surplus 
and all league bills paid. Additional equipment must be bought this 
spring, though, to fill out a few shortages and provide enough stuff 
to get the juveniles underway. 

The amount needed for these purposes is not very large and should 
be obtained with the co-operation of the public and Senior League.

Britain Has 
Closely Knit 
Joint Staff 


LONDON, April 2%.—(AP)— 
Britain already has a joint gen- 
eral staff working so closely to- 
gether that its members share 
the same building and eat to- 
gether, Prime Minister Churchill 
sald in a white paper Tuesday 
night. 

“A joint staff, advocated from 
time to time in parliament and the 
press,” it said, “has in fact existed 
for many years. It has been pro- 
gressively reorganized and expand- 
ed in the light of war experience.” 

The white paper was issued after 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
asked members of parliament to 
withhold judgment until they had 
studied the government's defence 
of the existing war planning or- 
ganization. 

A general staff of specially select- 
ed officers work so closely to- 
gether, the document said, that they 
“think and act in terms not of 
three separate units assisting one 
another for a common end but of 
a single fighting unit animated by 
the same spirit and close concep- 
tion of a single task.” 


OUTLINES SET-UP 


Outlining the sct-up of the gen- 
eral staff in great detail, the paper 
disclosed: 

4—That linked with the chief of 
staff committee are joint planning 
staff and joint intelligence com- 
mittee, both consisting of officers 
who work as a team 

2—Although the joint planning 
staff is concerned primarily with 
| military plans, political, economic 
{and other considerations are taken 

j into account and the foreign office 
has a permanent representative. 
3—The task of a joint intelligence 
sub-committee is to collate and as- 
sess all information about the en- 
emy and particularly to forecast the 
most likely course of enemy action.

All this is hope for the future, 
and undoubtedly will be a long 
time in developing. From the long 
view, however, Japan's weakness is 
her over-extension, and _ should 
eventually prove her undoing. Now 
that the home islands have been at- 
tacked, the Japanese display signs 
of jitters, and will have to guard 
| their own doorway closely. 


SIGNS OF LIGHT 

Then there is the still unconquer- 
ed Philippines. Dutch resistance in 
the Indies and the threat of the Al- 
lies in Australia. Add to this India, 
China and Russia's strength in the 
Far East, and you have the picture 
of a nation trying to fight every- 
where at once. 

The Japanese looked strong in 
their first months of success, but 
they are not making much headway 
now except in Burma. The picture 
still is dark but it shows signs of 

lighting up in months to come.

First Reading 
Given Bill To 
Aid Soldiers 


OTTAWA, April %.—(CP)— 
Canada's $80,000,000 veteran land 
settlement bill, designed to place 
25,000 ex-service men of the 
present war on the land, was 
given first reading in the House 
of Commons Tuesday night. 

The measure stands for second 
reading, after which it will be sub- 
mitted to a specia] commons com- 
mittee for detailed study and pos- 
sible improvement. 

Earlier, while the house was con- 
sidering .the veteran land  settie- 
ment bill, Pensions Minister Mac- 
kenzic, its sponsor, said the provi- 
sions of the act, once it is passed, 
will become immediately applic- 
able to those amolg the 40,000 men 
already discharged’ from the ser- 
vices in the present war, who qual- 
ify. 

NO OPPOSITION 

The measure, in resolution form, 
was debated most of Monday eve- 
ning, Tuesday afternoon and part 
of Tuesday evening, but there was 
no opposition to its principle. 

A number of members questioned 
its hope of success in view of the 
results from the Soldier Settlement 
act of the First Great War and 
several suggested that it might be 
delayed while the government de- 
votes its whole time to a tota! ef- 
fort for victory. 

40,000 DISCHARGED 

Answering a question from Con- 
servative House Leader Hanson, Mr. 
Mackenzie said it is intended to 
apply the veterans’ land scheme at 
once without waiting for the end 
of the war, He said there are al- 
ready some 40,000 men who have 
been discharged from the torces, 

Adoption of the preliminary reso- 
lution came after about an hour's 
debate Tuesday, following the din- 
ner recess, and Mr. Mackenzie in- 
troduced the bill. This revealed a 
few facts not made plain in the 
minister's speech on the resolution. 

The bill specifies that its pro- 
visions shall be applicable to men 
who were domiciled in Canada 
when they enlisted and who: 

1—Served in an actual theatre 
of war. 
2—Served at least 12 months, but 
not in actual theatre of war, 
3—Wherever they served are in 
receipt of disability pensions by rea- 
son of service. ‘ 

Also eligible and under the same 
circumst@nces, are those Canadians 
who served in the British forces. 


Destroyer Lost 
By Australians 


MELBOURNE, April 22—(CP)— 
The Australien destroyer Vampire 
has been Jost in the Bay of Bengal 
as a result of enemy action, but most 
of the crew was saved, Premier 
John Curtin announced today, The 
1,090-ton flotilla leader carried a 
normal complement of 134 men. 

Curtin said six of the crew were 
killed, one other died of wounds and 
two were missing and supposed 
dead.

The hos- 
pital since that time has had the 
east and west wings added as well 
as the construction of the Isolation 
hospital at the rear of the main 
building. 


Taking part in the ceremony with 


the Lieutenant-Governor’ were 
Mayor Armstrong: Mrs. Bulyea; 
Miss Fairservics, the first super- 


intendent of the hospital; Alan C. 
Fraser, president of the board of 
directors; and Mrs. Braithwaite, 
president of the Ladies’ Aid 


120 CAPACITY 

At the time of its opening the 
hospital had provision for 120 pati- 
ents, in contrast to the present ac- 
commodation in both the R.A.H 
and the Isolation for 530 patients. 

Mrs C, E. McManus, who is now 
a member of the hospital board, and 
who was then a graduate nurse, was 
in charge of the seven new proba- 
tioners who had enrolled, and they 
took charge unti] the patients were 
transferred from the old public 
hospital, with the other nurses. The 
first complete staff included 16 
nurses, supervised by Miss Fair- 
service, 

FIRST SUPERINTENDENT 

Later, Dr. Fish was named sup- 
erintendent and wag succeeded by 
Dr. H. R, Smith who remained in 
charge until Dr. A. F. Anderson's 
appointment as superintendent 13 
years ago. 

“Many buildings have been com- 
pleted in the last few years in Ed- 
monton,” His Honor said in declar- 
ing the hospital open, “but none of 
greater interest to the general pub- 
lic than the hospital where suc- 
cess is their earnest wish.” He pre- 
sented the key to the hospital to 
Mrs. Braithwaite, president of the 
Ladies’ Aid.

Pioneer Days 
Recalled By - 
Window Show 


Vivid reminder of the days when 
Edmonton was a small isolated post 
in a vast land inhabited chiefly by 
wandering bands of Indians, and 
herds of buffalo, an historical ex- 
hibit is currently on display in the 
windows of the Hudson's Bay 
Bay Company store on Jasper 
avenue ald 102 streets. The exhibit 
is being shown through c0-opera- 
tion of the Edmonton Museum of 
Arts, 

Included in the exhibit is a scale 
plan of the early Hudson's Bay 
fort which was located just below 
the site of the legislative buildings, 
the key to the fort, and many 
relics from those early days. 

The display shows many articles 
of clothing and equipment used by 
the Indians before the white people 
settled in the land, and some 
equipment used by the “riders of 
the plains,” the Royal North West 
Mounted Police. 

There are adequate clues to the 
growth of the city, in the first issue 
of The Edmonton Bulletin, and the 
first pulpit used in First Presby- 
terian church, and which was 
made by a local carpenter. There 
is an alpaca gown worn by one of 
the Edmonton women on the oc- 
casion of her wedding. There are 
also many interesting photographs, 
taken over several decades, and 
showing the rapid growth of Ed- 
monton from fort to village, village 
to town, and town to city. 

The exhibit will remain on dis- 
play until the latter part of the 
week,

In recommending that the 
schoo! remain open, the committee 
based its decision on a survey 
conducted by the committee of 
families residing in the district. 
The survey showed 36 families | 
with $1 children in favor of the| 
school remaining open and seven 
families with eight children in favor 
of the school children being trans- 
ferred to Calder or Westmount 
schools. 

PARENTS' COMMENT 

Four families who have six child- 
ren were not included in the above 
tabulation, but made various com- 
ments. One said “I cannot agrec 
with either of the two most con- 
siderate choices given the parents 
of this district by the Edmonton 
Public School Board.” (The choices 
involved sending the children to 
Calder or Westmount, or continuing 
the schoo] with certain improve- 
ments.) 

Another family with two child- 
ren stated it would like the school 
continued as it is too far for small 
children to go to Calder or West- 
mount, and took the stand that there 
are enough pupils to have some im- 
provements made for the district 
in regard to the sanitary condition 
of the school. A third family urged 
that the school remain open with 
sanitary plumbing installed ana 
enlarged if necessary and stated that 
the location of the school was very 
good, 

The fourth family, with two 
children, said it was in favor of 
keeping the school open “with im- 
provements to heating system and 
sewers”. 


MAJORITY RULES 


_ With the four families included 
in the survey making 47 families 
with 65 children, then 39 families 
with 56 children were in fayor of 
the school remaining open, and 
seven families with eight children 
against it, and one family with one 
child neutral. 

Trustee M. M. Downey moved 
that the survey report be accepted 
and turned over to the board with 
recommendation that the school 
remain open. Secretary H. G. 
Turner stated that drinking water 
would be available from a stand 
pipe across the street from the 
school, and that other water would 
be delivered each week and kept 
in two containers holding 55 gal- 
lons. :

Recall Second Battle Of Ypres

Commemorating the 27th anni- 
versary of the Sccond Battle of 
Ypres, the Red Chevron Club of 
Edmonton will hold its 23rd an- 
nual banquet in the Royal George 
hotel on Saturday evening next. 
The dinner will commence at 
7:15 sharp. President Fred Mather 
will preside, and seated at the head 
table with him will be a number 
of specially invited guests 
Following the usual custom, mem- 
bers will gather at the Cenotaph at 
6:45 p.m., where a short service will 
be held and a wreath placed in 
memory of comrades now lying in 
Flanders’ Fields, and those who 
have since passed on, 
ANNIVERSARY DATE 

This annual gathering is always 
held on the Saturday closest to 
April 22. It was on Thursday, April 
22, 1915,—-27 years ago today—that 


the Second Battle of Ypres Was | 


launched. Members of the Red 
Chevron Club took part in many 
of the great battles of the first 
Great War, but the Second Battle of 
Ypres stands out in their memories 
for two reasons. Up to that time 
the Canadian Division had been but 
lightly “blooded,” and this famous 
battle was the first important en- 
gagement in which the Canadians 
played a major role. 

Secondly, it was at 
that a horrified civilized world 
learned what the German military 
writer, Clausewitz, had meant when 
he wrote “War is an act of violence 
pushed to its utmost bounds.” For 
it was at the Second Battle of Ypres 
that the Germans introduced the 
eadly gas as a major war weapon, 
and it was the First Canadian Divi- 
sion, totally unprepared for such 
an attack, which caught the first 
blast of the poisonous vapour, 
HEAVY MIST BREAKS 

Between 3 and 4 a.m. on Friday, 
April 23, a corporal of the 8th Batt. 
(Little Black Devils of Winnipeg) 
saw a heavy mist break out of the 
German line about a quarter of a

| the 


mile to his left. Immediately It 
belched out all along the line and 
came rolling with the wind toward 
the Canadian line in what a Ger- 
man professor later described as 


the “mysterious terror of this un- 
canny greenish wall.” 
The “terror’ moved up to the 


Canadian parapet and heaved itself 
over into the trenches and caught 
the men as they were just “standing 
to” to meet this devilish unknown 
enemy assault. In a moment, his 
tory records, “they were coughing, 
gasping, strangling, nearly blind 
their faces contorted and their 
bodies wilting in agony.” 

History also records how the 
Canadians refused to “break,” hold- 
ing their line intact How the 
enemy, quite sure of themselves, 
attacked on three different occa- 
sions and were thrown back with 


terrible losses each time. _How the 
gallant 8th Batt, in their rage, 
jumped their parapet and chased 


the Huns back past their own lines 
at the point of the bayonet; and— 
recognizing the glorious feat of the 
First Canadian Division in holding 
their line in the face of the poison- 
ous gas attack—the great London 
dailies appeared next day with 
large black banner lines “Brayo 
Canadians!" 

SURVIVORS GATHER 

It is some of the survivors of this 
famous battle who will gather on 
Saturday to recall the events of 
that historical engagement, and jo 
remember with pride those com- 
rades who fell in the performance 
of their duty, which was to “hold 
the line intact.” 

Honored associates at the dinner 
will be members of famous British 
regiments who served es part of 
thin red line contemptuously 
referred to by the late Kaiser as 
“that contemptible little army.” 

Decorations and medals will be 
worn, and officials of the club are 
hoping that all men who went over- 
seas with the First Canadian Con- 
tingent in 1914, and Imperial orig- 
inals, residing in the city and dis- 
trict will attend,

There is a popular idea that the 
sap of trees flow downward into 
the roots in the Autumn and flows 
upward in the Spring, but scien- 
tists say this is all wrong. What 
actually happens is that the sap 
moves inwards to the centre of the 
tree in the Fall, but moves out to 
the outer layers of the tree trunk 
in the Spring. The sap goes “in and 
out”. not “up and down.” In cut- 
ting trees, one can observe that the 
centres of the tree are more moist 
in Winter, and the outside layers 
are more moist in the Spring. The 
total amount of sap remains about 
the same, and this explodes an old 
theory about cutting trees only in 
the Winter to avoid moist lumber.

He then returned to the finance 
company, reported the sale, and 
presented the cheque he had, re- 
ceived from the dealer. The com- 
pany received the cheque in pay- 
ment of the loan and handed him a 
further cheque for $196, the dif- 
ference between the loan made on 
the car and the sale price. 

Later the brother-in-law laid a 
charge against the accused for 
theft of the car, and the financing 
deals were exposed.

Airman Convicted

Vancouver Paper 
Draws $300 Fine 


VANCOUVER, April 22.—(CP)— 
The Sun Publishing Company, Lim- 
ited, today was fined $300 by Police 
Magistrate H. S. Wood on a charge 
laid under section 16 of the Defence 
of Canada regulations to which it 
had pleaded guilty Monday. 

The charge was Jaid in connection 
with the recent publication by the 
Vancouver Sun of an article dealing 
with Pacific coast defence. Five 
other similar charges under the De- 
fence of Canada regulations were 
withdrawn when the guilty plea 
was entered to the first. 

Magistrate Wood made no com- 
ment when he passed sentence at 
the opening of court. 

C. H. Locke, counsel for the pro- 
secution, had asked Monday that 
the maximum penalty of $500 be 
imposed. 

The charge to which the com- 
pany pleaded guilty was laid by 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police on 
behalf of the minister of justice, It 
alleged that on March 13 the Sun 
Publishing Company “did in a man- 
ner likely to be prejudicial to the 
efficient prosecution of the war, 
publish a newspaper containing cer- 
tain information purporting to be 
information with respect to arma- 
ment, equipment and condition of 
certain of His Majesty's forces, to 
wit, forces defending the Pacific 
coast of Canada, contrary to the 
Defence of Canada regulations.” 

Of the five other charges, three 
were laid under secti§n 16 and two 
under section 39A of the Defence of 
Canada regulations. 

The case was the second of its 
kind against a newspaper in Canada 
since the outbreak of war. The Ot- 
tawa Le Droit was fined recently 
$200 on two charges laid under De- 
fence of Canada regulations.

There are some of the reasons he 
gave: In the first place, Canada’s 
present day fighting force, which 
includes the army, navy and air 
force, is the “best educated” fight- 
ing force in the history of the 
world, The average young man | 
in the services today has attended 
high school. A fairly large number 
are university graduates or have at- 
tended university for some time 
With education goes a sense of | 
social responsibility. 

And with education also goes 
more cultural interests, a more 
varied aNd complex mode of liv- 
ing that crams every moment of 
the day. A natural concomitant 
is loss of taste for the simple. 
the primitive and the elemental, 
in the way of recreation, 


Technical advance also enters 
into the picture. The radio is a field 
of entertainment never before 
known to armies. 


Again, the extreme mechanizatio: 
of modern war demands more and 
more the engineering type of mind 
be developed in the soldier, no mat- 
ter how low his rank. 

And mathematics and whoopee of 
the old-fashioned variety keep very 
poor company.

The officer gave a verbal! illustra- 
tion of what he meant: 

“In the old days armies were 
made up largely of boys from coun: 
try districts, who had never been to 


little schooling. These young men | 
had very few interests of a cultural | 
nature.

Revision Of 
Education Is 
Proving Boon 


Revision of educational theories 
in Alberta has placed greater em- 
phasis on the guidance of the 
child in the school and in the com- 
munity, A, E. Roseborough, teach- 
er at Strathcona High School told 
a dinner meeting of the group 
division, Council of Social Agen- 
cies, in the Corona Tuesday. 

“Previously, students were taught 

! with a view to equipping them for 
further study at University and 
Normal. Now 85 per cent of the 
high school graduates attend 
neither,” he said, “and instruction 
in the high school is concentrated 
on preparing the child to take his 
place in the general life of the 
community” 


| Discussion took place relative to 
an article on British youth whica 
| appeared in the English publication 
| “Scouting.” The article showed that 
| juvenile deliquency in England has 
| increased 50 per cent since the oul- 
| break of war, with an overflow in 
| the reform schools. It stated that the 
bulk of the trouble was cue to the 
results of enemy action, with evacu- | 
jation to unfamiliar districts, the 
| breaking up of families, and the 
| opportunities for theft. 

Members paid considerable atten | 
| tion to the findings of the survey of | 
such delinquency in England, and | 
the suggestions to curb it;

“Don't close the schools anywhere, 
or alter the personnel and facilities 
of the schools, 

“Don't close clubs or other re- 
creational centres. 

“Don't break up families. 

“Don't throw an army of youth 
into industry any old way. Make 
selection of children individuals and 
study their abilities before appoint- 
ing them to their tasks.”
